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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks filed March 30, 2007 are 
acknowledged. 

2. Examiner acknowledges amended claims 1, 3, 9 and 10. 

3. Examiner acknowledges cancelled claims 2 and 4. 

4. The rejection of claims 9-12 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph is overcome by 
applicant's amendment. 

5. The rejection of claims 1-2, 5, 7 and 9-10 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nishi et al., U.S. Pre-Grant Publication 2002-0034659 is withdrawn due to applicant's argument. 

6. The rejection of claims 3, 6 and 8 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kreuder et al, U.S. Patent Number 6,329,082 is withdrawn due to applicant's argument 

7. The rejection of claims 4 and 12 under 35 U.S.c. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kreuder et al., U.S. Patent Number 6,329,082 is withdrawn due to applicant's argument. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claims 1, 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ueda et al., 
U.S. Patent Number 6,916,552. 
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Ueda discloses an organic electroluminescence device comprising a spiro compound with the 
structural formula 




wherein Ari to Ar 4 can be represented by

R4 R3 R6 

The Ueda reference reads on the instant claims when Rj to R4 represent hydrogen and Ari to Ar 4 
represent the condensed polycyclic aromatic group -anthracenyl (formula VII of the present 
claims). See column 4, line 1- column 6, line 10. 

10. Claims 6 and 8-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. The prior art does not provide for the recited organic 
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electroluminescence device, further including the spiro compound with structural formula II. 
Additionally, the prior art does not provide for the recited organic electroluminescence device, 
further including a spiro compound of structural formula I or structural formula II and a fluorene 
compound represented by structural formulae X or XL 

1 1 . Claim 3 is allowed. The prior art does not provide for the recited spiro compound as 
represented by structural formula II as presented in claim 3.
